New Orleans. September 27.—Warmer 
weather in the past two or three days has 
had the effect of increasing to some extent 
the number of new cases of the prevailing 
type of yellow fever, but it has equally had 
the effect of sending down the death rate. 

There were twenty-three cases on Satur- 
day, seventeen yesterday, and up to half- 
past 6 o'clock today twenty-one cases. 

But there were only two deaths on Sat- 
urday, none on Sunday and two today. 

Present experience, therefore, proves that 
warm weather adds to the number of cases, 
but the mortality, while colder 
weather diminishes the number of 
and enlarges the death rate.

Lueas is the name of 
the newcomer at the detention station and 
be and Hunt are in deathly fear of each 
other. Lucas was carried out a few davs 
ago and when he arrived at the camp he 


warned those in charge that he was a very 
nervous man and that he did not want to 
be near Hunt. He said Hunt would make 
him nervous and he swore that would 
not have him stay where he could b near

him. Hunt had one imaginary attack of 
fever and he was very glad to see his 
brother in trouble, so while Lucas was

and Lucas will not shed any tears at his 
going, for he is deathly afraid of Hunt. 
Whenever Lucas gets stubborn and will 
not do as the @octors want him to do, he is 
threatened with a suggestion that he will 
be put in the tent with Hunt and he at 
once becomes fttactable. The doctors say 


that Lucas is not a sick man, but he thinks 
he is on the edge of the grave and kicKs 
at everything.

and there a house péeps out from the mass 
of vegetation. A boat landing of many 
rears’ service reaches across the marshes 
of the south end, and at this the steamer 
stopped long enough to permit the party 
to disembark with their luggage. 

A Hospital Welcome. 


Captain Wylly led the way across the 
marsh to a big and handsome house bulit 
in ante-bellum fashion, and on the porch 
of this the committee was greeted by Co-o- 
nel David C. Barrow, who is spending the 
closing years of his eventful life with his 
daughter, Mrs. Burke Spalding, at her 
home on Sapelo. He is eighty-one years of 
age now, but still enjoys good health and 
had a pleasant word for all who were 
presented to him. Mrs. Spalding’s hus- 
band, who died some years ago, Was the 
great grandson of the famous Thomas 
Spalding, who purchased Sapelo island in 
1808 and who handed down an estate of 
tremendous value to the succeeding gene- 
rations of his family up to the time of the 
war. The island was assessed in those 
days at haif a million dollars and was a 
garden spot of the great sea island coun- 
try. 
Half of the committee were cared for at 
Mrs. Spalding’s home and the other half 
were taken to the residence of Colonel 
Wylly, which is further up the island on 
the ocean side. After dinner they were all 
placed in wagons and driven up Co the site 
of the former dwelling of Thomas Spalding, 
which is situated in the center of a mag- 
nificent grove of live oaks, on a slight ele- 
vation facing cne of the finest beaches 
that there is along the coast. The walls 
of the old house are still standing, some 
of them six feet thick. Back of it are 
long rows of tumble-down buildings that 
once held hundreds of happy and conteft- 
ed slaves. Further back are fragments of 
the foundations of what were once huge 
barns and cotton houses., 


Wreck and Ruin. 


There was something pitiable in the pic- 


w 


ture of wreck and decay, with the sug- 
gestion of former magnificence in every 
stone and rotting board. The only in- 


habitants there now are negroes who have 
descended from the Spa!ding slaves, and 
whose affection for their island was too 
strong to permit them to take part in the 
panic which followed Appuomattox. They 
Speak a language that is almost unintelli- 
gible to strangers and which caused con- 
siderable embarrassment to the members 
of the committee who sought to converse 
with them. Of the entire population of the 
island eleven people are white and 625 are 


negroeg, 

The ancestors of most of these negroes 
were brought to Sapelo about 1789 by the 
Jarquis DeMoitelet, a Frenchiman who 


took part in the San Domingo revolution 
and became a refugee along with an entire 


cargo of slaves. He settled on Sapelo 
island and prospered as a pla&ter, but 
little remains now to show his residence 


tnere except a big, square, vine-covered 
tomb built of tabby and the jargon which 
constitutes the language of the present 
inhabitants. These inhabitants have never 
off the island; have never seen a 
railroad, or a street car, or a tele} hone, or 
anything else except what is visible from 
the banks of Sapelo, and one cannot help 
wondering what is going to become of them 
if the state purchases the island and ferces 
them off of {t. 
Some Incidents. 

After spending an afternoon walking over 
the south end of the island. the members 
of the committee separated into several! 


parties, each bent up a separate mission. 
Senator Atkinson borrowed a dozen or 
more cigar boxes and a spade and went 
out to collect specimens of earth from 
different portions of the land. He did not 
get back until late, and upon his return 
his boxes were all filled and Captain Wylly 
was seriously thinking of getting out an 
injunction to restrain him from carrying 
away so valuable a portion of the island.

A Further Inspection. 


The next morning Captain Wryllv again 
took charge of the committee and thev 
were driven in his wagon over the shell 


roads of the island to its extreme northern 


portion and then back again in zigzag 
fashion so as to make their inspection as 
thorough as possible. Of the entire 20,000 
arable acres of land on the island which 


might be -vorked under a proper system of 


drainage not more than 600 acres were 
found in cultivation. and most of this was 
owned or controlled by the negroes. The 
canals on the island which were dug by the 
Spaldings are choked up with mud and 
weeds and there is a eonsiderable growth 
of small pines in the level fields which 


at one time grew enough corn and cotton 
to make a dozer? people rich. 


Some of the fields are level stretches 


containing four and five hundred acres, with 
here and there small stretches of marsh. 
There is a’ great amount of pine and live 
oak, but the latter is of practically no 
vdlue and the former of very little. Every- 
where, however, there is evidence that Un- 
cle Joe Mansfield was right when he said 
that anything would grow on Sapelo, for 
the soil igs undoubtedly rich. This was not 
only evidenced by the official inspection, 
but by the remarkable agricultural history 
of the isiand, wnich has been brifly toid 
of before. That it would cost a large 
amount of money to put the land in shape 
for proper cuitivation is also true. 
Changed the Landscape. 

On their return to the south epd the 
committee ind.vidually expressed thetTr ap- 
preciation of the-generous hospitality shown 
them by Captain Wylly, Mrs. Spa'ding and 
Colonel Barrow, ard at about 4 o'clock the 
Hessie came to the wharf after them. The 
process of loading the truck which the 
various members had secured occupiee a 
good deal of time, but finally all of it had 
been stored on board and the little steamer 


started off with the waves lapping her 
gunwales. The committee had effected a 
good deal of change in the landscape of 


the island, but they all insisted that 1t was 
best to carry as much of the property up 
to the legislature as they could, rather 
than bring the legislatuye down to the isl- 
and. 

Arriving at Brunswick the committee 
Were entertained during the evening by the 
citizens, and early the next morning took 
a long drive about the city as guests of 
Meesrs.

William Charles Tells Why the Door 
to the Factory was Barricaded 
That Night.

Chicago, September 27.—The leading event 
of the day in the trial of Luetgert was the 
evidence of William Charles, Luetgerts 
busiress partner. 

He explained why, as he claimed, the 
caustic potash in which the body of Mrs. 
Louise Luetgert is alleged by the prosecu- 
tion to have been dissolved, was bought. 

According to Charles’s story, the potash 
was purchased as the principal) ingredient 
of a quantity of soft soap to be used in 
cleaning up the big factory preparatory to 
its sale to am English syndicate. The wit- 
ness said he suggested this method of put- 
ting the factory in shape himself and that 
Luetgert, acting upon the suggestion, or- 
dered a barrel of caustic potash weighing 
375 pounds sent to the factory in Mareh 
last. 

This was about the time the prosecution 
claims the negotiations were pending be- 
tween Luetgert and Davey, the mysterious 
Englishman, who is said to have repre- 
sented the syndicate and who borrowed 
something like $25,000 from Luetgert. 

Charles also offered an explanation of the 
apparently barricaded door to the basement 
stairway by telling about a chase for rats, 
in which a small dog was an active partic- 
ipant. He said that the factory had been 
infested by rats for some time and that an 
effort had been made to get rid of them. 
The evening of April 30d he and Luetgert, 
with others, were in the basement when a 
terrier which belonged to the witness got 
after a rat. Charles, Luetgert and the oth- 


ers moved boxes. barrels and other obsta- 
cles to aid the dog in his chase, and the 
boxes and barrels were hurled in a_ pile 


against the door. The barricade of the door 


was unintentional, he said. -It just hap- 

pened that the articles were thrown there 

without thought of the door at all. 
Explains the Caustic Potash. 


Charles said besides the caustic potash, 
two or three barrels of tallow, a quantity 
of grease and some chipped beef, which was 
to be used in making the soft soap, was 
delivered at the factory. He said that he 
aided Odorofsky and Levandowski, the two 
laborers employed in the factory, to place 
some of the stuff in the middle of the vat. 
He also saw Frank Bialk in the factory 
at the time. The caustic potash was put 
in the vat and Luetgert said he would see 
to turning on the steam and boiling the 
stuff. Charles said he met Luetgert in a sSa- 
loon opposite the factoiy on the evening of

Mr. George polled only 68,000 votes as a 
labor candidate for mayor of New York. 
His strength, if he should accept, would 
be drawn principally from the democratic 
vote. The United Democracy also adopted 
a resolution condemning ‘‘the action of the 
state committee in refusing to reaffirm the 
Chicago platform.”’ 

The convention mominated John G. Boyd 
for comptroller and Winfield S. Overton for 
president of the municipal council. 

Richard Croker was quoted today as 
saying that Henry George was ‘‘a good 
man, a fine man,’’ and Mr. George is said 
to have expressed the hope that Tammany 
would imdorse the Chicago platform, 

A bellef is current that Mr. George will 
not accept tonight’s nomination if Tam- 
many does not indorse the Chicago plat- 
form. On the other hand, the old-time 
demecratic leaders prefer to ignore the sil- 
ver question altogether. So the democrats 
are as much worrled over Henry George 
as the republicans are over Seth Low. 

The republican city comvention will meet 
in Carnegie hall at noon tomorrow. The 
talk of the republican leaders 1s all in fa- 
of the unanimous nomination of Gen- 
Tracy for mayor. The 
democratic city convention will meet 
Thursday evening. Willlam Sohmer, a 
leader among the Germans, a chief in Tam- 
many Hall and at present registrar of 
New York, seems to be the most promi{sing 
of the candidates for the Tammany nom- 
ination for mayor.

WOODFORD CALLS ON AZCARRAGA 


United States Minister Visits the Span- 
ish Premier. 

Madrid, September 27.—The United States 
minister, General Stewart L. Woodford, 
paid a visit of courtesy this morning to the 
Spanish premier, General Azcarraga. 

Several of the newspapers of this city 
allege that General Woodford has sald, 
in interviews with their representatives, 
that the negotiations between the United 
States and Spain on the subject of Cuba 
have not begun and that he had only had 
a preliminary chat with the Spanish min- 
ister for foreign affairs. 

The general is quoted with having added 
that he found the duke of Tetuan to be a 
most amiable and able man and that no 
ultimatum to Spain was delivered, as that

Metropolitan Police Withdrawa from 
South Carolisa Towns. 


HOME RULE IS ESTABLISHED 


Governor Issues a /Proclamation To 


Take Effect Next Thursday. 


CHARLESTON WILL NOW GOVERN ITSELF 


Each Municipality Will Be Expected 
To Enforce Dispensary Laws 
from Now On. 


— 


Columbia, S. C., September 27.—(Special.) 
Home rule was restored to the cities and 
towns of the state, the alien police were 
removed from Charleston and the head of 
every liquor constable fell in the basket 
today. 

The proclamations issued announce fhat 
they will take effect on Thursday. There 
will be rejoicing in Char'teston and there 
will be better feelings between the people 
of thie state. 

Since the announcement of the governor 
that he intended on October Ist to remove 
the members of the constabulary, it has 
been thought the removal of the metro- 
politan police force system would follow 
very scon frcm the natural order of things, 
but no one expected that it would come 
at the same time. 

When there were rumors of a deal be- 
tween the people of Charleston and the 
‘admiristration a short time ago in regard 
to this matter, Governor Ellerbe flatly de- 
nied that he had communicated with any 
one or had authorized any one to speak 
for him. Judging from what he gaid today 
{it seems that he determined to be just to 
Charleston and put her on a footing with 
all the other towns of the state just as 
soon as he determined to remove the con- 
stabulary and entail the enforcement of 
the dispensary law upon the municipal au- 
thorities. He only gave a brief statement, 
He said: 

“I have determined to do away with oll 
the liquor constables and throw the enforce- 
ment of the dispensary law entirely upun 
the municipal and county authorities. It 
would have been unjust to discriminate 
against Charleston in such a matter and 
the metropolitan force has been removed 
that she can be on a footing with all the 
other cities. All municipalities will be ex- 
pected after October lst to rigidly enforce 
the dispensary law.”

Jacob Haas, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Atlanta Baggage and Cab 
Company, which has the exclusive bag- 
gage privileges of the union depot, and 
on incoming trains, published a card yes- 
terday afternoon in which be complains 
that in indorsing the action of the coun- 
cil and of Mayor Collier, this paper is 
prompted by “‘spleen or hatred” to him 


or to his company. To do Mr. Haas 
full justice, we publish elsewhere, in 
full, his statement as taken from the 


columns of an afternoon contemporary, 

Before entering this discussion, it is 
scarcely necessary to say that The Con- 
stitution. in doing its duty to the public, 
is guided by higher motives than those 
ascribed to it by Mr. Haas. Mr. Haas’s 
personality is not an issue in this dis-

If recent news dispatches received 
from London can be relied upon, Great 
Britain is about to abandon her African 


expedition for the present year, and to

Whether the British government Is 


about to take this step or not, there are 
several prudential reasons which seem 
to warrant it. In the first place the 
uprisings in northern India have stead- 
ily increased in magnitude and violence 
during the past few days, and Great 
Britain cannot possibly close her eyes 
to the danger which threatens her su- 
premacy over that fertile region. In 
the second place ihe African expedition 
which Great Britain has set out to ac- 
complish within the next few months Is 
purely an aggressive one, and can e 
abandoned at any time; while the Indian 
campaign into which she has recently 
been foreed, is a defensive one altogether 
and requires her undivided strength. 
Moreover, she needs troops on the In- 
dian frontier who are used to fighting 
savages, and the army under Sir Herbert 
Kitchener, therefore, comes in handily 
at this juncture. Rather than imperil 
her supremacy in India, Great Britain 
can afford to give up the conquest of 
the Soudan for another year: and for 
these reasons it is barely possible tnat 


the rumors which have reached this 
country from London are not without 
some warrant.

ENGINEER BLOWN SIXTY FEET.

FEVER RECORDS 
FAVOR ATLANTA 


Show That the Fever Stays on Coag 
and on Water Courses. 


BEEN ALL AROUND ATLANTA 


Refugees Have Been Here, but Fever 
Has Never Spread. 


DR. ALLEY TELLS THE FEVER’S 


_——— 


HISTORY 


Gives Information Showing Where It 
Has Been and the Seriousness 
of the Epidemics. 


The records of the worst epidemicts ‘of 
vellow fever that have existed in this coun. 
try show that almost without exception the 
fever confined itself to coast cities and to 
communities located on some water course. 

The records show that there have bee, 
some very disastrous epidemics, but 
they have confined themselves to the Io 


calities mentioned above. This strengtheng 


the opinion of eminent physicians that the 
fever cannot gain a foothold in Atlanta. 

Valuable information taken from authori. 
ties on yellow fever is furnished by Dr, 4. 
R. Alley, who has had the fever and hag 
gone through several epidemics. 

The first outbreak cf yellow fever in 
the United States of which there is any 
knowledge was at Boston, ‘Mass., fn’ 1619. 
It appeared in that city again in 1698 ang 
179. 

In New York city the fever appeared fy 
1702 for the first time and then again in 
1743, 1748, 1762, 1791, 1793, 1795. It first ap 
peared in Philadelphia in 1699 and wag geen 
there again in 1732, 1742, 1743, 1748, 1762, 179 
and 1795. It was in Baltimore in 179% and 
1795; in Norfolk, Va., in 1747, 1795 and 185. 

The disease was in Charleston, 8S. C., ten 


times anterior to its appearance in: New 


| Orleans in 1796 in a period of ninety-four 


years. The fever found its way to Savannah 
in 1820, 1854, 1858 and 1876. Memphis, Tenn, 
felt it in 1873 and 1878. In 1873 and 1874 Pen. 
sacola, Fla., experienced sickness with the 
disease, and St. Augustine had it in 182%. 
In 1819 the population of the city of New 
Orleans was 45,000. An epidemic of the fever 
was experienced there that year and 3.00 
persons were killed by it. At the beginning 
of the epidemic in New Orleans tn 1883 the 
population was 150,000. About 30.000 of the 
population fied to points of safety. The 
everage yellow fever mortality for the four 
weeks ending August 28th of that year 
was 1,211 deaths per week. The greatest 
number of deaths from fever in any one 
month was 5,189, that of August, and the 
deaths from other causes added to this 
swelled the number to 6,235, which gave 
the startling average of 201 deaths per 
day, nine every hour and one every six or 
seven minutes. During a whole month in 
1867 the death rate in New Orleans’ from 
yellow fever was from 3,800 to 4,000. 
There were 1,171 deaths from the: fever 
in Galveston in the epidemic of 1867) Mo- 
bile experienced the fever in 1837, 1839, 182, 
1843 and 1844. The records show that these 
epidemics of yellow fever were far mofe 
malignant than those of late years. 


Dr. Alley favors the idea of opening“the”” : y 


gates of Atlanta to the fever refugees. He 
shows that when the fever was epidemic 
at Brunswick, 
Chattanooga the gates of Atlanta were 
opened to the refugees and they came in 
by the thousands. At that time there was 
no fumigation, no quarantine or no health 
certificates and the fever did not spread. 
With the improved sanitary condition and 
the precaution taken he sees no reason why 
Atlanta should fear an epidemie of the 
fever now, when she received refugees dur- 
ing the others and came out all right...

pany, the charge is made that the company 
was negligent among other things in not 
having the car provided with a fender. 
The suit was filed in the clerk’s office yes- 
terday by Arnold & Arnold. It was tried 
several months ago. when the jury failed 
to agree and a mistrial was ordered by 
Judge Berry. The filing of the petition 
yesterday brings the case again into the 
courts for ajudication.

MATTER BEFORE THE BOARD @F CONTROL 


Mr. Haas Writes a Card Giving His 
Side of the Discussion—Matter 
Goes Over Until Monday.

The fight on the ordinance fixing a unl- 
form which the baggage transfer 
companies shall charge for carrying bag- 
gage to and from the union depot to 
points within the city limits, which is be- 
ing made by the Atlanta Baggage and 
Cab Company, will be at a standstill until 
councll’s meeting Monday, unless new de- 
velopments occur. 

The company has not relented in its 
fight and those Whoavored the ordinance 
orinigally have not changed thelr minds, 
but the agencies which must prepare the 
matter for council are absent and the mat- 
ter will rest until the end of the week. 

Councilman Howard, of the ordinance 
committee, before which the question will 
be considered, is absent in Columbus, O., 
attending the meeting of American mayors 
and councilmen and the subject will not be 
taken up tn ‘his absence. Mr. Rice, 
author of the audience, ts also absent. 
Recorder Calhoun has postponed making 
final decision in the cases against the At- 
lanta Baggage and Cab Company until 
after council meeting Monday. If the 
dinance is not yeconsidered then he 
proceed to dispose of the cases. 

In the meantime those who are interest- 
ed in the matter are not idle. 

Yesterday the Atlanta Parcel and Bag- 
gage Company, the leading rival of the At- 
lanta Baggage and Cab Company, 
directed a letter to the board of 
control of the union depot with 
the purpose in view of finding out if 
it could get an opportunity to bid for the 
franchise which gives its rival in business 
the exclusive right to the depot. The At- 
lanta Baggage and Cab Company has a 
practical monopoly of the depot and trains 
by reason of its exclusive franchise. This 
franchise it secured from the board of 
control of the union depot and until yes- 
terday it has never had any rival in bid- 
ding for the privilege. Its franchise 
it immeasurable advantage over the other 
companies, as it has space in the depot 
and the right to admit its employees 
side the depot and on all'trains entering it. 
Having such an advantage over !ts com- 
petitors it was not surprising that it mani- 
fested its independence by refusing to 
abide by the provisions. of the law 
prescribing rates for carrying baggage. It 
has tn several imstances refused to carry 
baggage to points as distant as West End 
for the price fixed in the ordinance. 

On other hand the Atlanta Parcel 
Company is anxious for the privilege of 
sarrying the baggage at the rate preseribed 
and it ig anxious to get in position where 
it can do so to best advantage. To this 
end it yesterday took the first step pre- 
liminary to bidding against the Atlanta 
Baggage and Cab Company for the privi- 
lege. 

Mr. Kates, the manages, wrote a letter 
to Mr. George C. Smith, president of the 
board of control of the depot, asking for 
information about the contract: with a 
view to bidding for it. Mr. Smith rephed 
that it was a matter wholly with the board 
and he preferred not to speak at this time 
about terms. The letter of Mr. Kates and 
Mr. Smith’s reply are published elsewhere. 
They tell their own story. 

What Chairman Smith Says. 

To a Constitution representative Mr. 
George C. Smith said on being asked con- 
cerning the correspondence published here-

“This is a matter which I cannot with 
propriety discuss further than to say that 
the board of control of the depot has a 
contract with the Atlanta Baggage and 
Cab Company for a stated time. We. must 
live up to our contract. I did not make it, 
but found it in operation when [ came to 
Atlanta. It must be remembered, however, 
that while that company has the exclusive 
privilege of having its agents solicit busi- 
ness in the depot and on the trains, 
anybody has the right to get his baggage 
at the depot to have it delivered by 
whom they please. The depot to this ex. 
tent belongs to the public. So long as our 
the Atlanta Baggage and 
Cab Company exists we will, of course, 
have to respect it. As a matter of 
we cannot open the depot and the trains 
ndiscriminately to agents of all companies, 
and hence the privilege is to that «xtenta 
monopoly, but it is required by the ex- 
igencies of the situation.

Mr. Jacob Haas, secretary and treasurer 

‘ee Atlanta Baggage and Cab Company, 
peblished a card in an afternoon paper 
yesterday in which he made a defense of 
his eompany’s policy in fighting the re- 
duction in baggage fares. The card is pre- 
sented in full below, in order that Mr. 
Haas’s petition may be fully understood: 

“The Constitution of yesterday made an 
attack upon the Atlanta Baggage and Cab 
Company, of which I am secretary and 
treasurer. The Atlanta Baggage and Cab 
Company has been engaged in carrying 
trunks to and from the depot for twenty 
years past. Its charges have been 20 cents 
for a trunk one and a half miles distance, 
and x cents for a greater distance; but 
where more than one trunk is carriea [to 
the same place, this price has been re- 
duced To do business it is necessary to 
maintain a large supply of wagons, ready 
to move in a moment's notice and to go to 
any part of the city, to accommodate the 
patrons of the company. ne contract of 
the Atlanta Baggage and Cab Company 
with the railroads requires that this should 
be done. In no city in the United States 
does a responsible transfer company do 
this work at a less charge. 

“The city council recently passed an or- 
dinance requiring that trunks be hauled to 
all points for 25 cents. This was done with- 
out any hearing on the part of the council 
from the representative of the transfer 
company. We have recently gone before a 
committee of council and submitted the 
proposition that it is unjust’ to require the 
company to haul a trunk two miles for the 
same price it gets for hauling it one mile, 
and asking for a graduated scale of prices. 
This the committee in charge has recom- 
mended. Ze 

“On vesterday there appeared in 
morning paper a most unjust attack upon 
the transfer company. It was exceedingly 
strange that such an attack should have 
been made upon a company, the entire 
business of which is so small and the

Tobacco Discussion Came Up in an In- 
teresting Damage Suit—Thought 
More of Money Than Pride.

Co., of North Carolina, against Branan 
Bros.

ago Branan Bros. and 
Hanes & Co. entered into a contract pro- 
viding that the former firm was to have the 
exclusive for this territory of the 
tobacco manufactured by the latter firm 
under the name of ‘Apple Jack.” The con- 
tract was carried out for quite a while, 
when a disagreement arose on account of 
the “C. I. B.” brand which was sold by 
Branan Bros. The North Carolina manu- 
facturers claimed this latter brand was 
sclling in competition with the ‘‘Apple 
Jack,’’ and the firm wrote Branan Bros. a 
letter, asking them why the sale of “Apple 
Jack,’’ for which they had the exclusive 
agency, was not belng pushed according to 
the terms of the contract. In reply Mr. 
Charles I. Branan wrote a letter saying 
they could take away the sale of the “Ap- 
ple Jack’’ if they wanted to, as neither firm 
was dependent upon the other for ex- 
istence. 

Mr. Hanes came to Atlanta and had a 
conference with Branan Bros., and he says 
he was told that he could place the sale of 
“Apple Jack’’ with any firm he chose. Mr. 
Hanes says he did so and gave the ex- 
Clusive sale to Arnold & McCord. Mr. 
Hanes claimed Branan Bros. owed him a 
balance of about $1,300, and he filed suit 
for the account. Branan Bros. filed an 
answer, claiming Mr. Hanes violated the 
contract by taking away from them the 
sale of the “Apple Jack.” and they declined 
to pay the tbalance, claiming the sum of

HE SMILED AT CEATH WEN IT CAME 


When Dying He Did Not Believe He 
Would Die—Thought by Faith 
He Could Live Forever.

Sleeping in death beneath the sod.of the 
old family burying ground in Henry county 
is Mack Dodson, a man who in life believed 
that he would never die. ° 

His faith was that he 
death, yet he is dead. 

In a pretty house at No. 1 Glenn street 
came the end to this man’s remarkable 
career. Lying almost unconscious in the 
throes of death, he argued that he would 
not die. To the religion of a lifetime he 
was true to the last. 

Mack Dodson was a believer in that 
etronge creed called Shermanism. The sum 
and substance of this weird dogma is that 
a man who has faith will never die; that 
if he will live right he will some day be 
ceught up to heaven in a chariot of fire, 
just as was Elijah of old. 

Shermanism is without doubt 
strangest religion in existence. It 
thousands of followers, but none of them 
with a- faith Iike Dodson's. He was the 
most prominent of the hundreds of Sher- 
menites who inhabit north Georgia. For 
vears he has been an aggressive believer in 
the religion of Sherman and there has heen 
no more powerful factor in spreading the 
religion in Georgia than he. 

He was prosperous and could have dress- 
ed well, but his religion was that a man 
must have but one coat, so he never had 
but ore. He thought that 4 man should 
wear his hair long like Jesus and the 
epostles, and from the time he adopted 
the eccentric belief he wore his hair in 
long flowing locks that fell below his shoul- 
ders. 

Last week while Dodson was visiting his 
brother-in-law at No. 1 Glenn street the 
death which he had scorned grew tired of 
the mockery and took from him that life 
which he had sworn should always be his. 
Just before he died he was told by a 
brother of the creed to get up and walk 
and he would be well. The sick man’s fa‘th 
was stronger than all else and he rose up 
and dresséd. In a short while he was dead. 


Was a Faithful Follower. 

It was over ten years ago when Dodson 
first embraced the faith which he held to 
his death. In Henry county he was one of 
the most progressive citizens. About 1886 
a preacher named Sherman came to Henry 
county preaching a strange, new religion. 
Dcdson went to hear the man tell of his 
system of religion. He was struck with the 
force of the stranger's utterance’. After 
the sermon was finished he offered the 
preacher some rooney. 

“T never accept money 
istering,” said Sherman. 

The preacher told Dodson that he must 
go through forty days of fasting and 
prayer. For forty days the searcher for 
the truth prayed and eat only what was 
necessary to keep body and soul together. 

Sherman, with the influence of Mr. Dod- 
son, soon secured other followers, In a 
few years he established in Henry county 
and Clayton a large church of his follow- 
ers.

Fumigation Goes On. 
fumigation of baggage at the union 
depot inues and a new and larger ma- 
chine is now in use. It was ordered from 
New York especiaily for the work in At- 
lanta. Drs. Sawtell and Drake are superin- 
tending the work. 

Dr. Stone is satisfied with the yellow fe- 
ver situation in Atlanta. He signs all the 
certificates of persons going to Savannan 
though the quarantine regulations of that 
city have been very considerably modified. 
The regulations were modified on account 
of the favorable reports made by Dr. Stone. 

The board of health is pleased with the 
situation and no further case of the fever 
is anticipated. There has been no relaxa- 
tion in the rigidness of the train inspec- 
tions and the requirements necessary t0 
obtain a health certificate. The sanitary 
department has the city in excellent con- 
dition and gives the sewers a good flushing 
every night. 

The two health certificate offices not 
doing quite as large now pre- 
viously, but the officers are Kept pretty 
busy all the time. 

Says There Is No Danger of Epidemic. 

A private letter to a member of The Con- 
Stitution’s staff from Mr. James M. Cloud, 
a well-known attorney of Mobile, gives 
some interesting information on the situa- 
tion in that city. He says that some of the 
panic stricken people who fled ito Atlanta 
and other points have given ludicrous and 
terri accounts ef the fever situation in 
Mobile and New Orleans. It is true that 
there is yellow fever in Mobile and New 
Orieans and along the coast, he says, but 
to say that there is danger of a great epi- 
demic is ridiculous. He praises Atlanta for 
the spirit displayed in allowing the 
re fans s to enter her gates. 

The facts of ihe situation on the daie of 
the letter, September 25th, according to Mr. 
Cloud, are these: There are 400,000 people 
in New Orleans, Mobile and the interven.ng 
coast cities. Up to that time there had 
been only about forty-two deaths, which 
is about one in every 10,000. The chance of 
dying of the fever, says Mr. Cloud, is the 
Same as the chance a person would have 
to win a big prize in some lottery. The 
death rate, notwithstanding the fever scare, 
is less than the average for September for 
several years. Mr. Cloud is at present 
in Mobile with his family and ex'pects. to 
remain there. Everything possible is being 
done, he says, to stamp out the fever and 
he has confidence that tne danger will soon

“In regard to the spreading. of yellow 
fever among citizens of Atlanta and their 
liability to take it from persons coming 
from infected places, a personal experience 
may serve to quiet the fears of some not 
so confident@s I am. In 1876 our sister city, 
Savannah, was scourged with yellow fever, 
and my sister and her husband, Mr. Joseph 
stricken, the latter being 
I caused these, with their two 
to be brought to my house at 
10 Rawson strect, in this city, about Sep- 
tember 20, 1876, where they were nursed and 
cared for by my family and were attend- 
ed by Dr. W. L. Cleveland. They remained 
with me until November 17th, returning 
home in good health. Mr. Pharr is now an 
officer in the Citizens’ bank, Savannah, a! nd 
knows these facts. Sister died ten years 
later. After two months’ contact with yel- 
lew fever none of my family became sick 
or suffered in the least, and you can just 
say that I don’t think or bel-eve it will 
spread among citizens of Atianta.

Generally agree that the situation is steadi- 
ly improving. They believe that the chances 
are growing more remote every day of an 
epidemic and that there is little likelihood 
that the disease will assume, before cold 
weather, a much more virulent form than 
at present. Says Dr. Edmonds Souchon, one 
of the leading physicians here: 


“Before vellow fever can be declared ep- 
iGemic in New Orleans there must be more 
cases of this disease than of all others 
combined. The death rate does not deter- 
Inine whether or not the pestilence is epi- 
demic.- It only determines the grade, as 
to whether the disease is mild, severe or 
very severe, The average death rate during 
an epidemic is 20 per cent. Now in addition 
to the mumerous favorable conditions that 
Surround the present introduction of yel- 
low fever, there is another, -and this is 
the greatest of all: it is the fact that the 
medical profession now understand the 
treatment of the disease far better than in 
he old days. This will contribute greatly 
to dete rmine the serious character of the 
a.sease, for we understand the prine iples of 
treatme nt now infinitely better than we did 
before.”’
